Prime Minister Kishi said yes- 
terday the object of his coming 
tour to six Southeast Asian na- 
tonsa is to lay the groundwork 
for future deployment of Ja- 
pan’s positive diplomatic policy 
toward Asia.

Kishi outlined the objectives 
of his coming trips before the 
House of Representatives ple- 
nary session yesterday afternoon 
and later before a similar ses- 
sion of the House of Councillors. 


The Prime Minister, who 
leaves Tokyo May 20 for 
Burma, India, Pakistan, Ceylon, 
Thailand and Taiwan, said he 
hoped to visit other Asian na- 
tions not included in his coming 
itinerary “at the earliest oppor- 
tunity after my return from the 
Unitea States.” 

Pointing out that Asian na- 
tions are an important factor in 
current international politics, 
he said “they are now assuming 
a vital role in the preservation 
and promotion of World peace.’ 


Therefore, he said Japan 
should cooperate with them 
more closely in order to con- 
tribute to world peace and pros- 
perity. 

In his forthcoming trip, Ki- 
shi planned to meet with lead- 
ers or the six nations in order 
to thank them for their good- 
will and kindness shown Japan 
in the postwar years and in or- 
der to express gratitude for 
their generous support given 
toward Japan’s admission to the

Itazuke Base to Fire 
580 Workers in June 


U.S. Air Force authorities at 
Itazuke Base asked the Tottori 
Prefectural Government yester- 
day to discharge 580 Japanese 
employes at Miho Base in Tot- 
tori Prefecture as of June 30. 

The Japanese employes to. be 
discharged comprise about 92 
per cent of all the Japanese 
workers at the base.

affect adversely the very good 
and friendly relations existing 
between Japan and Argentina.” 

He asked cooperation of the 
press to assure that “relations 
between the two countries con- 
tinue to be of the highest order, 
as they have been in the past.” 

Argentina’s economic coun- 
sellor Alberto Gashu and Ja 
nese law consultant Sanji Ishi- 
kawa of the Tokyo Lawyers As- 
sociation were present at a press 
conference where Conti stated 
his views. 

Attorney Heisaburo Aoki, 49, 
charged in a two-million yen 
civil suit recorded in Tokyo Dis- 
trict Court Tuesday that Conti 
“grabbed me by the necktie, 
slugged me about the head, face, 
chest and shoulders” inside the 
Argentine Embassy. , 

Aoki, also a member of the 
Tokyo Lawyers Association, said 
the incident occurred when he 
accompanied real estate agent 
Gennoshin Matsuoka, to the 
Argentine Embassy to witness 
Conti’s signature on some 
papers. 

Aoki's suit said Conti signed 
a Spanish language copy of the 
papers pertaining to vacating 
the house Conti was occupying. 

Conti said he, Third Secretary 
Tulio O. Sugasti and Japanese 
interpretor Junzo Tsukamoto 
met lawyer Aoki and his client 
May 6, but denied singing any 
papers and manhandling Aoki. 

The suit was recorded Tues- 
day, court officials said, but no 
action has yet been taken. 

Conti’s law consultant, Ishi- 
kawa, said the incident’s origin 
is “involved.” He said the Ar- 
gentine envoy leased the house 


from Tatsuji Kawana last Aug-} 


ust and paid rent up to and in- 
cluding May 15, 1957. 
Meanwhile, without Conti’s 
knowledge the ownership of the 
house “became doubtul,” Ishi- 
kawa seid.

SHIZUOKA (Kyodo) — US. 
military authorities at Camp 
Fuji notified Shizuoka Prefec- 
ture Wednesday that aerial 
bombing exercises will be held 
for three days from May 21 
within the East Fuji maneuver- 
ing area and prefectural au- 
thorities immediately made a 
request through the Procure- 
ment agency for their cancel- 
lation.

Military Power Urged 


To Protect Industries 


Eiji Amau, former president 
of the wartime Board of In- 
formation, yesterday called for 
a military capacity strong 
enough to protect Japanese in- 
dustries. 

Amau, speaking at the week- 
ly luncheon of the Rotary Club 
of Tokyo at the Imperial Hotel, 
said he saw no chances of the 
opposing camps of the world 
reaching reconciliation as long 
as the basic difference in ideo- 
logy remains. The cold war, 
the ex-diplomat said, will con- 
tinue until a “third ideology” 
is developed to satisfy both. 

While it is to Japan’s advan- 
tage to side with the free na- 
tions, it is mot practical to 
depend on the military strength 
of other nations to guard 
against, for instance, the limita- 
tions placed by the Soviets on 
its economic activities on the 
op7n sea, Amau said.

viewpoint. 

The Swiss professor spoke at 
a lecture meeting arranged by 
the Swiss-Japan Society at the 
Industry Club in Tokyo yester- 
day evening. 

Bachmann said any Japanese 
advocate of an Asian common 
market should take due note 
of the vast differences between 
European and Asian economic 
conditions. 

He said, Europe and the U.S. 
are far more important as ex:

than Japan is. As a supplier 
of goods needed by other Asian 
countries, he went on, Japan 
does not carry as much weight 
as the U.S., Canada or Europe.

Prof. H. Carroll Parish recent- 
ly sent a letter to the Japanese 
Consulate in Los Angeles point- 
ing out “distortion of facts” in 
the article in question which ap- 
peared in the evening issue of 
Asahi Shimbun on May 3 and 
also in Rafu Shimpo of Los 
Angeles around the same date. 

The article quoted two USS. 
professors who testified on the 
lamentable plight of some Japa- 
nese students studying in U.S. 
colleges. It. said Prof. Parish 
(misquoting him as the Dean of 
Students) visited the consulate 
and reported on the poor Eng- 
lish ability of Japanese students 
at UCLA. He also was quoted 
as presenting grievances on the 
life of Japanese students, say- 
ing some are _ concentrating 
more of their efforts on side jobs 
to make money while others 
give themselves over to pleas- 
ure seeking.

Prof. Parish denied that he 
visited the Consulate to present 
grievances on Japanese students 
and said he was invited by the 
Consul General to discuss prob. 
lems “in order to help and as- 
sist them (the Japanese stu: 
dents).” + 

He said figures on the English 
ability of Japanese students 
were obtained at the Consul 
General’s request and were pre- 
sented to work out better pre- 
paration in English for Japa- 
nese students prior to their de- 
parture for the U.S. He said 
his remarks concerning the life 
of Japanese students concern 
“mainly those students at other 
institutions in the Los Angeles 
area” but not UCLA, 


Prof. Parish lamented the fact 
hat the articles pointed out 
only few cases of shortcomings 
of Japanese students, ignoring 
the “excellent achievements of 
the great majority of Japanese 
foreign students at UCLA.” 


A report said Japanese stu- 
dents in California have been 
showered by letters and tele 
grams and some even by over- 
seas telephones from their fami- 
lies end friends at home since 
the article appeared in the 
Asahi Shimbun.

Police alleged that the letter 
writer told Kawaguchi to have 
the amount brought Monday 
evening to a telephone box in 
front of the police box at Hibiya 
Park by a woman wearing a 
mask. 

Kawaguchi contacted police 
and sent one of his girl em- 
ployes to the telephone box, 
wearing a mask and taking with 
her a bundle of false money. 
But no one appeared. 

Police said that Okubo wrote 
a letter again to the novelist 
telling him to have the money 
brought to the appointed place 
at 6:40 p.m. Wednesday.

Norwegian Minister to Japan 
On the occasion of Norway’s 

National Day it is appropriate 
first to mention the very good 


relationships and friendly atmos- © : 


phere which so happil 
between Japan and Norway. 
The year which has passed has 
seen a further development in 
the contacts between the two 
countries in the economic, poll- 
tical and cultural field. 


The increasing number of 


_ Japanese visitors to Norway and 


of Norwegian visitors to Japan 
is a sign of this development. 
Norway is of course a small dis- 
tant country. But a milestone 
in the communications between 
Japan and Norway was passed 
in February last, when Scandi- 
navian Airlines System (SAS)— 
a joint enterprise of the airlines 
of Norway, Sweden and Den- 
mark—inaugurated its polar 
route, thus linking Japan with 
the Scandinavian countries in 
the short time of 30 hours. 
The “polar shortcut” has vir- 
tually made Japan and Norway 
neighbors. Among the many 
distinguished passengers on the 
to Scandinavia 
were Their Imperial Highnesses 
Prince and Princess Mikasa. The 
visit of the som oon couple was 
greatly appreciated by the Nor- 
wegian Royal Family and the 
ple of Norway. I believe 
rince and Princess Mikasa en- 
joyed their visit to my country, 
during which they saw among 
others the famous Holmenkol- 
len ski jumping competition. The 
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Hersleb Vogt 
Norwegian Minister 


Norwegian Foreign Minister, 
Halvard Lange, came to Japan 
on the inauguration flight from 
the other direction, and thus 
fulfilled his long-cherished wish 
of visiting this beautiful coun- 
try for the first time. 

During Mr. Lange’s sojourn 
in Tokyo, he signed—together 
with Prime and Foreign Minis- 
ter Kishi—a Treaty of Com- 
merce and Navigation between 
Norway and Japan. This trea- 


tes Na 


replaces trea- 
ty concluded in 1911. The new 
treaty governs the general re- 
lations concerning trade and 
navigation between the two 
countries and is the second 
treaty of its kind concluded by 
Japan since the end of the 
war. 

As far as Norway is concern- 


ed, it is the first treaty of this 


kind that we have signed since 
1945. This treaty, which 
creates a new framework for the 
economic relationship between 
Japan and Norway, may fur- 
ther promote trade between the 
two countries. The develop- 
ment and expansion of this 
trade has been satisfactory for 
quite some time. 

In the political field it was 
with great satisfaction that 
Norway recently saw Japan be- 
come a full member of the 
United Nations. Cooperation 
in UNO between: Japan and 
Norway has already been estab- 
lished. I would like to stress 
the importance of the joint Japa- 
nese-Canadian-Norwegian ro- 
posal in January, 1957, when 
these three nations advocated 
that all nucleer test explosions 
be registered in advance with 
the United Nations. 

Also in other fields has there 
been close cooperation between 
our two countries during the 
sg year. I would specially 
ike to mention the scientific 
and practical cooperation be- 
tween the Norwegian and Japa- 
nese expeditions to the Antarc- 
tic in the International Geophy- 
sical Year. The Japanese team

has its base on Prince Harald 
Coast of Queen Maud’s Lend, 
which is Norwegian territory. 
As will be remembered, Dr. T. 
Nagata and Dr. E. Nishibori 
with their men landed there on 
Jan. 29 last. 

With regard to Norway's Na- 
tional Day, May 17, it is the day 
ot the adoption of the present 
Norwegian Constitution, an 
event which took place in 1814. 
Democracy, freedom and inde- 
pendence are the main principles 
of this Constitution as indeed 
they are the main principles of 
Norwegian politics today. 

It is natura] that a small coun- 
try working for these principles 
is very active in the United Na- 
tions. It is also natural that 
Norway particularly stresses the 
importance of the cooperation 
between the free countries of 
the world. One aspect of this 
is for Norway the political and 
military cooperation within the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion (NATO), of which Norway 
is a founder-member. 

Today the thoughts of all Nor- 
Wegians go to the Royal Palace 
in Oslo. His Majesty King 
Haakon VII, who will be 85 
years of age in August, is mak- 
ing steady progress since his 
accident in 1955, when he suf- 
fered a fracture of the thigh 
bone. But unfortunately His 
Majesty has not yct been able 
to take up his Royal duties and 
activities. It is the earnest wish 
of our whole nation that King 
Haakon may soon be seen again 
in the midst of his people, of 
which he is the living symbol.

Too many average golfers 
talk about “cocking” or “un- 
cocking” the wrists without 
knowing much about it. 

The clubhead is kept up

over the right shoulder where 
it should be. If the hands and 
wrists begin the downswing, 
the clubhead travels out in a 
wide are. This outside-in 
swing brings on a slice and 
that ain’t good. 


Your downswing should not 
start with any action of the 
arms or wrists. It should 
start with a rotation of your 
hips and shoulders. 


Today’s drawing illustrates 
this principle. The hips and 
shoulders have pivoted, and 
the left arm is guiding the 
swing. But the hands and 
wrists have not yet begun to 
pour their power into the 
shot. They won’t for a frac- 
tion of a second yet—until 
the hands reach a spot about 
level with-the hips. 


Make sure your downswing 
isn’t dominated by your hands 
and wrists. After all, you 
should be swinging the club 
with your entire body.

Campbell to Try 
For New Record 


NEW YORK (AP) — Donald 
Campbell, Britain’s speedboat 
king, said Wednesday he would 
attempt a new water speed 
record of 250 miles an hour this 
summer on Lake Canadaigua in 
upstate New York.

TAIPEI (Kyodo-UP) — 
United States aid officials 
said Wednesday that they 
were studying a Nation- 
alist Chinese Government re- 
quest to purchase 10 diesel 
locomotives from Japan at a 
cost of $1,700,000. The Tai- 
wan Railway Administration 
wants the new engines to re- 
place what it describes as out- 
dated steam engines.

Japanese Up Sales 
Of Cameras in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
That old label “Made in Japan” 
has gone high class. 

Before the war, the “Made in 
Japan” label usually was found 
on cheap imitations of more 
costly toys, Christmas tree or- 
naments and jewelry that flood- 
ed the American market. 


But a Commerce Department 
official said here that since the 
end of World War II the Japa- 
nese have turned to selling al- 
most 
products in the United States. 

Items topping the list are 
photographic equipment, opti- 
cal products and objects d'art. 

At a_ recent’ international 
photographic exhibit here, 
Japanese camera makers show- 
ed up with impressive written 
testimonials from some _ . of 
America’s best-known photo- 
graphers. 

Its old Axis partner Germany 
stil holds the lead in camera 
sales in this country. But the 
Japanese are making increasing 
inroads, particularly in the 
medium priced field. 


Exports of Japanese still 
cameras in 1956 were \ well 
over $8 million dollars, compar- 
ed to slightly over $41 million by 
West Germany.

No Details 
Yet Revealed 
Of Loan Plan 


Finance Minister Ikeda is be- 
lieved by informed sources to 
have asked in his meetings with 
visiting World Bank President 
Eugene Black for $200 million 
to $270 million in loans for 
Japan, says Kyodo. 

Ikeda met Black twice follow- 
ing the latter’s arrival in Tokyo 
May 6. Details of the loan plan 
presented by Ikeda to the World 
Bank chief executive were not 
revealed, however, under an 
agreement reached between 
them in their last conference 
Wednesday. 

The informed sources Wed- 
nesday could not make a defi- 
nite estimate on the loans ap- 
plied for because no concrete 
plans for the loans had been 
prepared by the Government. 


The Government, for example, 
has yet to decide to what extent 
—40 or 50 per cent—it should 
depend upon World Bank loans 
in constructing a projected au- 
tomobile highway between Na- 
goya and Kobe. 

Dollar Reserve Seen 

The sources said, however, 
that if accommodated the loans 
would provide a valuable dollar 
reserve for Japan. They point- 
ed out the loans would mostly 
be in the form of “impact loans” 
and would come at a time when 
this country’s international pay- 
ments situation was turning for 
the worse. . 

Despite the Government 
efforts to borrow such a large 
amount from the World Bank, 
industrial circles are said to be 
less interested in such loans 
than they were several years 
ago. Industrial circles at one 
time were annoying the Govern- 
ment with hurried loan applica- 
tions totaling thousands of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Such indifference on the part 
of industries, the sources said, 
was mainly due to the fact that 
the supplier of loans was not 
the World Bank alone. They 
said industrial circles appeared 
to assume that they could get 
loans from either the Export- 
Import Bank in Washington or 
private American banks. 

Meanwhile, circles in which 
a cautious view prevails said 
Japan should not hastily ac- 
quire such loans because they 
would turn out to be a finan- 
cial burden for the people of 
Japan in the future. 


“hey pointed out that Japan 
now owed some $315 million to 
the World Bank and other 
Americzn banking circles, as 
well as private investors, and 
the principal and interest Japan 
must pey ran up to $20 million 
to $25 million annually. 


The principal and interest on 
total loans would reach $40 
million to $50 million when the 
period of deferment of interest 
on World Bank loans so far 
accommodated expired. 


U.S. Jute Tariffs 
To Be Unchanged 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The Tariff Commission 
Wednesday ruled that there 
was no reason to change the 
present United States tariff on 
imported jute fabrics. 

The Commission’s ruling was 
made after an_ investigation 
into a complaint by the Patcho- 
gue Plymouth Corporation of 
New York that its sales of jute 
fabrics had declined because of 
increased imports. The firm 
uses jute primarily as backing 
for carpets. 

In its decision the Commis- 
sion said the designated jute 
fabrics “are not being imported 
into the United States in such 
increased quantities, either ac- 
tual or relative, as to cause or 
threaten serious injury to the 


domestic industry producing 
like or directly competitive 
products.

The British Government’s decision to use the Suez 


Canal on Egyptian terms, but paying transit dues in sterling 
instead of the U.S. dollars originally demanded by Presi- 
dent Nasser, will meet, we think, with widespread approval. 
Although the Egyptian terms are not considered in London 
wholly satisfactory the British Government appears to be 
optimistic as to future developments. 

True, the decision has meant the defection from Gov- 
ernment ranks of eight Conservative Members of Parlja- 
ment, and the Labor Opposition—which advocates the 
recognition of Russia as a Middle East Power, whatever 
that may imply—has introduced a motion censuring the 
Government’s handling of the Suez problem, but Prime 
Minister Macmillan is likely to be able to weather the 


‘ political storm.

There are various points about the Suez problem which 
many people feel have not been sufficiently explained. It 
may be wondered why President Nasser acted just as he 
did, why Britain and France were led into the dubious 
adventure at Port Said, how far the fundamental situation 
was changed by that attack, and what were the immediate 
objectives of Moscow and the Communist bloc in interfering 
in the affairs of the Near East. And there is a suspicion 
that when the full history of these events comes to be 
Written.there will be some significant revelations. 

But the need of the moment is to make the best of 
what is left behind by the complicated tangle and to start 
afresh with the attempt to find a workable solution with 


respect to the use of the Canal. 


Egypt certainly seems 


to be in a more cooperative mood and it is to be hoped 
that Britain’s decision will lead to an improvement in the

Although it may seem 


to be a “British surrender and an Egyptian victory,” as 
one Cairo paper puts it, the best kind of “victory” for all 
concerned would be an amicable arrangement for the future 


use and improvement of the Canal.

It must be borne in mind that the Suez problem is by 


no means settled yet. 


France, who feels she has been 


deserted by Britain and the United States, threatens to 
continue to boycott use of the Canal and is appealing to the 
Security Council to order Egypt to observe the six basic 
principles it outlined for free navigation of the waterway. 

These six principles strike many people as affording 


firm ground for further negotiations. 


They were once ac- 


cepted by Egypt but subsequently President Nasser issued 
a declaration showing that he intended the Canal should be 

administered and operated by Egypt alone and on terms and 
conditions unilaterally defined. 

That is the position today, and there is also no indica- 
tion of Egyptian readiness to modify the refusal to give 
passage to Israeli and Israel-bound ships. But surely with 
a little more goodwill such difficulties could be eliminated. 


Coeducation Vindicated 
Japan passed an important milestone last week, when 
the Education Ministry announced that the nine-year ex- 
periment with coeducation in the high schools had proved 


a resounding success. 


The biggest social revolution since 


the feudal Shogunate was abolished is here to stay. 

To those who instituted this, along with other measures 
aimed at democratizing Japan—the American Occupation 
authorities—it may not have been an experiment. But at 
that time there were few Japanese willing to accept co- 
education as a general and permanent thing. 


Time has changed most people’s views. 


More im- 


portant is the fact that the dire results some pessimists 
predicted from mixing boys and girls have not materialized. 
True, there has been an upsurge in juvenile delinquency, 
but it would be hard to prove’ that this could be stemmed 
by doing away with coeducation. 

The Ministry’s report sounds the death knell for the 
argument that coeducation cannot be assimilated into Japa- 


nese culture.

Asahi Shimbun regretted that 
the British Government carried 
out the planned nuclear weapon 
tests in the Christmas Island 
area in defiance of Japan’s ap-

Had the British Govern- 
ment taken the initiative in halt- 
ing the tests, it would have been 
able to win the hearts of the 
people of the entire world. The 
paper stressed that Japan's ap- 
peal Against the tests would not 
prove meaningless because of 
the British explosions. The 
Japanese appeal will continue 
to serve for moulding the world 
opinion against nuclear weapon 
tests. Im the paper’s view, “a 
new balance of power” has been 
créated among the three nations 
of the United States, Britain and 
the Soviet Union because of 
Britain’s possession of hydrogen 
bombs. It is hoped that the 
new balance of power created 
will pave.the way for a new 
disarmament agreement. Under 
any circumstances, the new 
balance. of power should not 
be madé a jumping-off point

Mainichi Shimbun regretted 


‘that the. British Government 


has started a series of nuclear 
wea tests near Christmas 
Island. ‘There is no sign that 
thé United States and the Soviet 
Union will suspend their nu- 
clear--weapon tests. What will 
become of mankind, the paper 
asked, when the three nations 
vie in the nuclear arms race? 
It must be remembered the race 
may be joined by other nations 
when they too cevelop such

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weapons. Now that Britain has 
demonstrated its might to the 
world, it is in a position to 
consider the future of mankind. 
The paper hoped that Britain 
will now take the lead in press- 
ing for a halt to nuclear weapon 
tests. Also editorially, the paper 
took up “Prime Minister Kishi's 
Diet speech on his coming tours 
of Southeast Asia and the United 
States. It call on Kishi to 
study the vie of Southeast 
Asian leaders in order to cement 
relations with Southeast Asia 
and to negotiate with the U.S. 
Government for solution of pend- 
ing issues. 


Yomiuri Shimbun voiced a 
strong protest against the nu- 
clear weapon tests started May 
15 in the Christmas Island area. 
It is particularly regrettable 
that the British Government 
Started a series of the nuclear 
explosion tests when the world 
public opinion is mounting 
against any nuclear weapon 
tests. On April 12, West German 
scientists released the so-called 
“Goettingen” declaration against 
nuclear weapons and Japanese 
scientists, including Dr. Hideki 
Yukawa, issued a _ statement 
May 14 supporting the German 
declaration. The Red Cross So- 
cieties of the Soviet Union and 
East Germany in their joint 
statement of May 13 also called 
on Red Cross organizations 
throughout the world to partici- 
pate in a movement against nu- 
clear weapon tests.

Kishi’s visit to his native 
town turned out to be a great 
success. It suddenly brought

From Big Family 

Kishi was born to a big 
family and was brought up 
with two brothers and seven 
sisters. His elder’ brother 
Ichiro entered the Navy and 
rose to the rank of vice-admiral. 
His handsome younger brother 
Eisaku established a foothold 
in the political world ahead of 
him by serving as a Cabinet 
membe- and a party secretary- 
general under the Yoshida 
regime. Today Eisaku is Nobu- 
suke’s braintruster and invalu- 
able “staff officer.” | 

Nobusuke’s father married 
into his wife’s Sato family. 
The Kishi family, from which 
Nobusuke’s father originally 
hailed, was childless and adopt- 
ed Nobusuke as its heir. This 
is the reason why Nobusuke 
has the family name of Kishi 
and Eisaku has that of Sato. 

Since childhood, Nobusuke 
Was more clever and prudent 
than his two brothers. He was 
an act've, mischievous boy and 
fought frequently but never 
with his juniors. He always 
picked on tougher or older boys 
than himself. 

This attitude remained un- 
changed even when he ascended 
to high posts of officialdom, For 
example, when he was the Vice 
Commerce-Industry Minister, 
just before the outbreak of the 
Pacific War, he clashed with the 
then Commerce-Industry Minis- 
ter Ichizo Kobayashi. He also 
fought with the late Prime Min- 
ister Hideki Tojo while serving 
as a Commerce-Industry Minis- 
ter in the Tojo Cabinet, 


Political Career 
Following the war, he joined 
the Liberal Party and again 
quarreled with the then Prime 
Minister Shigeru Yoshida, know- 
ing full well he might be—and

was—expelled from _ the 
rty. Later, he joined hands 
with Ichiro Hatoyama _ and 
other “rebels” from the Liberal 
Party and organized the Demo» 
cratic Party. As in his child- 
hood days, Kishi always seemed 
to pick quarrels with the 
leaders of the political world. 
In retrospect, Kishi said recent- 
ly, “I was too young and 
thoughtless. But now [I have 
mellowed with age and gotten 
to the point where I can stay 
away from indiscreet quarrels.” 

Needless to say, now that he 
is the Prime Minister, Kishi has 
no senior to fight with. There 
are some nations, however, 
which are stronger than and 
senior to Japan. From his past 
records, we may safely assume 
that Kishi will not fawn upon 
those countries. Neither is it 
hardly likely that he will pick 
rash fights as he did in his 
indiscreet younger days. 

A Japanese proverb says: “A 
prodigy at 10 turns out a medio- 
crity after 20.” Kishi was called 
a prodigy in his childhood, but 
did not turn out a mediocrity. 
Bright students in colleges are 
li.ble to become mediocre after 
graduation. Kishi was an ex- 
ception. Since his graduation 
fron. university, he has _ im- 
proved his talent and stocked 
up on wisdom. Kishi is a com- 
bination of prodigy and wisdom. 

Ability Shown 

Kishi displayed his uncom- 
mon ability as a top-ranking 
official of Manchukuo in the late 
1930’s. In the Tojo Cabinet, he 
proved himself an expert in 
wartime economy. After Japan 
was defeated, he was designated 
a war crimes suspect and thrown 
into Sugamo Prison for three 
years. 

Undaunted by the long im- 
prisonment, Kishi came out of 
Sugamo to become a champion 
o. democracy in postwar Japan. 
He outran many veteran poli- 
ticians to the presidency of the 
conservative Liberal-Democratic 
Party and ascended to the post 
of the Prime Minister.

The weakness of postwar 
Japan’s political world is at- 
t-ibuted to the lack of polit- 
icians of talent and wisdom. 
Under such circumstances, 
Kishi made his appearance. 
This is the reason why the pub- 
lic entrusted Kishi with State 
affairs. 

A man of talent and wisdom 
is apt to be frivolous. But Kishi 
has no such _ shortcoming. 
Kishi’s talent and wisdom serve 
to make him fit for a leading 


role. 
Simple Character 


Kishi’s younger brother Ei- 
saku Sato once said about 
Kishi, “My brother is a man of 
simple character. It would be 
wide off the mark to regard him 
as a man of complex character. 
He has that simplicity of pur- 
pose which makes him pursue 
his objective with a_ single- 
minded determination. Another 
surprising thing about him as 
a politician is that he has many 
acquaintances among wide cir- 
cles.” 


A person often speaks more 
truth about his kin than a third 
person. We often hear people 
sav about Kishi that he is an 
“untrustworthy,” “unreliable,” 
or “dangerous” politician. These 
are, however, prejudiced critic- 
isms by persons who are 
jealous of Kishi’s profound 
wisdom anc. intelligence. 

Many people are unaware 
that Kish. is ar. honest, single- 
minced, and frank person. It ap- 
pears to me that after all, 
Kishi’s personality is sketched 
most truthfully by his own 
brother Eisaku. 

Kishi is apparently giving 
full play to his wisdom and 
inteiligence while concealing 
his singleness of purpose. If he 
learns to display outwardly his 
single-mindedness and use his 
wisdom anc intelligence un- 
obtrusively, the public’ will 
cease to watch him with 
suspicion anc. a “boom” may 
be created for him as a popular 
politician,

Following is the Diet address 
made yesterday by Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi on his foreign 
tours.—Editor. 


I am leaving Tokyo on May 
20 on a tour of Burma, India, 
Pakistan, Ceylon, Thailand and 
in the Republic of China. After 
my return on June 4, I am sched- 
uled to depart on June 16 from 
Tokyo for a trip to the United 
States and come back on July 
1. Today, before setting out on 
my travels to these various 
countries, I desire to speak 
briefly on my convictions and 
aims. 

I have long wished to visit 
the countries of Southeast Asia. 
For I have a deep concern over 
Asia and entertain sympathetic 
regard for the countries of Asia 
with which I am anxious to pro- 
mote and strengthen Japan’s 
friendly relations. Japan, as a 
nation of Asia, is closely linked 
to these nations of Asia, geo- 
graphically, historically and cul- 
turally. Without peace and 
prosperity in Asia there is no 
hope of prosperity for Japan. 
As I. stated at the opening of 
this Diet, the establishment of 
amicable and neighborly rela- 
tions between Japan and the 
countries of Asia is the keynote 
of my Government’s foreign pol- 
icy. 


Striving Countries 


There are now more than 10 
independent countries in the 
region of Southeast Asia, In 


the face of many obstacles aris- 


ing from the difficult interna- 
tional situation of today, these 
new-risen countries are striving 
hard to build up the structure 
of modern state in order to con- 
summate their independence, 
politically and economically and 
to ‘ modernize their peoples 
mode of living. 


I earnestly wish to see a 
speedy completion of national 
construction of these new states, 
which will bring freedom and 
stability to Asia, and in turn, 
peace to the world and prosper- 
ity to mankind. Asian coun- 
tries, through the Bandung Con- 
ference of the year before last, 
have contributed vastly to the 
maintenance of world peace, 
and the voice of Asia has come 
to command a great weight in 
the councils of nations,

The biggest problem confront- 
ing the new states of Asia is 
how to provide economic back- 
ing to their political independ- 
ence. Of course, these countries 
have respectively their own in- 
dustrial development programs, 
and ‘are putting forth their best 
efforts for the execution there- 
of. But industrial development 
requires a great amount of capl- 
tal and technology, the in- 
adequacy of which constitutes 
the bottleneck to those pro- 
grams at present. 


Japan’s Sympathy 

Japan has deep understand- 
ing and sympathy toward the 
economic construction of Asian 
nations. We hope to be able to 
cooperate in every way in 
their task of economic develop- 
ment. 


Promotion of the economic 
development of Asian countries 
will not only promote trade 
among them and stimulate the 
growth of Asian economy as a 
whole, but contribute also to 
the expansion of world econo- 
my, from which Japan may 
expect a great deal. 

On my coming trip I plan to 
meet the leaders of Asian na- 
tions. I want to convey to them 
our nation’s thanks to those 
countries for the goodwill and 
kindness they have shown to 
Japan in her postwar years of 
hardship, and especially for the 
generous support they have 
given for our country’s admis- 
sion to the United Nations. 
And from my standpoint as an 
Asian, I want to discuss with 
them matters relating to the 
promotion of Japan’s friendly 
relations and economic coop- 
eration and cultural collabora- 
tion with their countries. I 
want to exchange views freely 
and frankly with them on 
Asia’s resurgence and on worid 

ace. By so doing I want to 
ay the groundwork for the de- 
ployment hereafter of Japan's 
positive Asian diplomacy. 

I am very sorry that on my 
coming tour, owing to the very 
limited time at my disposal, I 
am obliged to leave out some 
countries of Asia from my iti- 
nerary. But I hope to visit 
them at the earliest opportunity 
after my return from the United 
States. 

Cooperation Vital 

Now a word about my jour- 
ney to Washington. 

It goes without saying that 
Japan, committed to the princi- 
ples of freedom and democracy, 
should base her foreign policy 
on the promotion of world peace 
through cooperation with the 
other free and democratic na- 
tions, who share with her in 
the same aspirations and ideals. 

I am convinced that it is im- 
rtant for Japan, as a nation 
of Asia, to maintain cooperative 
relations with the United States, 
who holds a leading position in 
the Free Worid, and who, at the 
same time, is vitally interested 
in the peace and prosperity of 


The maintenance and promo- 
tion of cooperation with the 
United States is a policy which 
has been followed by the suc- 
cessive cabinets of our country 
ever since Japan recovered 
sovereignty and independence 


by the San Francisco Peace 
Treaty. Under my Cabinet this 
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basic policy of Japan remains 
unchanged. However, we re- 
sumed diplomatic relations 
with the Soviet Union last year. 
And by joining the United Na- 
tions we have become a fuil 
member of the _ international 
community. | 


In these circumstances of to- 
day, there can be no gainsaying 
the fact that Japanese-American 
relations have entered upon a 
new stage. My proposed visit 
to Washington in June'is for no 
other purpose than to talk over 
frankly with the top leaders of 
the American Government 
about how Japanese-American 
relations hereafter should be 
adjusted to this new situation. 

Needless to say, in order to 
discuss the future policies of 
Japan and America, it will be 
absolutely necessary that the 
two governments are complete- 
ly at one in their appraisal of 
the current world situation and 
its future trends. 


I intend to speak to the 
American Government leacers 
and have them understand 
thoroughly the strong desire of 
the Japanese nation for the 
prevention of war and main- 
tenance of world peace, and at 
the same time.to emphasize the 
imperious need of establishing 
a genuine relationship’. of 
mutual trust in order to further 
Japanese-American cooperation, 
Furthermore, I intend also to 
discuss frankly what basic 
policies our two nations should 
take in order to build up such a 
relationship of mutual trust. 


For Frank Exchange 


I am sure that the ultimate 
aim of the United States is to 
ensure world peace and security 
and that she is seeking to pro- 
mote cooperative relations with 
Japan as a truly independent 
nation. So I do not think there 
exists basically any conflict of 
interests between our two coun- 
tries. It is from this standpoint 
I wish to tell my views and 
convictions to the government 
leaders of America, and expect 
to hear from them their frank 
opinion. 


Now that Japan has become 
a full member of the inter- 
national community and wishes 
to assert her position as a truly 
independent nation, she should 
be prepared, I believe, to listen 
willingly to what the other side 
has to say. Then, only then, can 
we realize Japanese-American 
cooperative relations on a truly 
equal footing. It is in this 
sense that I have spoken of “a 
new stage of Japanese-Ameri- 
can relations.” 


It ig searcely necessary for 
me to say that the purpose of 
my proposed visit to Washing- 
ton is neither negotiation on 


any concrete problem, nor solu-| ° 


tion at one stroke of all the is- 
sues pending between Japan 
and the United States. The co- 
operative relations between 
Japan and America are to deve- 
lop constantly along with the 
shifts and turns in the inter- 
national situation. It would be 
a mistake to expect the solution 
of all problems at one confer- 
ence. But I expect and firmly 
believe that by direct and frank 
exchange. of views on funda- 
mental, problems with the high- 
est authorities of the American 
Government we could reach bet- 
ter mutual understanding, and 
that we would be able to build 
the foundation for the promo 
tion of cooperation on concrete 
problems in the future,
